(2) The organization for the period of demobilization 
of an educational scheme suited to intensive stué 
ing lines:

Dear Sir Robert: 


I am enclosing you herewith a copy of the 
Army Council Instruction which has finally been issued after 
long negotiations covering the case of Canadians serving in 
the British Forces, You will see by this that all Canadians 
who joined the Imperial Forces will now have the benefit of 
the scheme being put into operation by the War office. This 
ought to be & very satisfactory arrangement for Canadians who 
wish to study in England. There has been a sum of £6,000,000 
Set aside for this purpose - i.e., to Assist in the education 
of men in the Imperial Army whose education has been interfered 
with by the War, After much nego&@tion we were able to 
secure the inclusion of Overse@s men in the scheme, and in 
addition to that to secure for Old Countrymen who wish to go 
to Canada for their education, the benefits of the plan as well. 
This means that @ large number of Overseas men who wish to be 
educated in England will receive help from the British author- 
ities, the amount not to exceed £175 pe& And that a@ number of 
men who wish to migrate will receive the same treatment, being 
permitted to go to Overseas Universities. 


The whole scheme has been negotiated through the 
Imperial Education Committee formed by representatives of the 
@ducational services in the various forces, While the amounts 
involved have not as yet been officially stated, it is wmder- 
Stood that the total sum granted is to be £6,000,000, of which 
£100,000 will be made available for sending men to Canada for 
their education. 


The problem of mtriculation in the Canadian 
Universities has come up and I am now preparing @ list of 
examinations which I will recommend to the Canadian Universities 
to accept. In the course of @ few days I shall be able to place 
the whole matter before you in 4 definite form, This is the 
Culmination of the work of the Khaki University, and I regard 
it as, in many weys, the most important thing that has been 


accomplished. 


I am preparing @ report on the work for the 
Universities Conference which will be sent forward in the 
course of a few dys also.

280, Higher Education and Training for Ex-Officers and 
Men of similar Educational Qualifications—Pro- 
vision for Financial Assistance. 


1. It has been decided that ex-officers and men of similar educa- 
tional qualifications and of British nationality whether ordinarily 
domiciled in the United Kingdom or elsewhere, if they have served 
during this war in the Naval, Military or Air Forces of the Crown 
for which payment is made out of monies provided by the Parliament 
of the United Kingdom shall be eligible for financial assistance to 
pursue courses of Higher Education at Universities or other approved 
Institutions, in agriculture, and in offices and works :— 

(a) In the United Kingdom. 

(6) In the British Empire overseas or in foreign countries else- 
where than in the Dominion or country of a candidate’s 
own domicile.
